So That Students Can 
Complete 


Courses for Active Government 


Service. 


Gettysburg College has been placed 


in a most advantageous position by 
recent order of the War Department. 
The creation of the scientific courses 
shows the great wisdom of Dr. Wm. 
A. Granville and the Board of Trus- 
tees. The needs of the Government 
from these scientific courses require 
that students taking the same re- 
main at school and complete the 
courses. This will undoubtedly have 
the effect to increase the roll of stu- 
dents and also to fill these special 
courses for on completion of the 
same _the students will be ready for 
active" government service. 


On account of the great need of 


technically trained men the United 
States Government desires that stu- 
dents 
pursuing 
certain 
technical 


courses shall, as a patriotic duty, re- 
main in college until they graduate. 
In order to make this possible for 
those within the draft age the War 
Department has issued certain regu- 
lations which apply to students in 
approved technical schools. As Get- 
tysburg College is on the War De- 
partment's list of approved technical 
schools these regulations will apply 
here to students enrolled in the fol- 
lowing courses:

Get Busy So That All Preliminaries 


Would be Passed and Work 


Could Go Ahead. 


If Gettysburg is in crying need of 


one thing more than all other im- 
provement it is first class streets. If 
the town was in some out-of-the-way 
place where an auto was a curiosity 
it might drag on and on through a 
bumpty bumpty existence. As it is 
one of the big places on the greatest 
highway of the country, the Lincoln 
Highway, no further time should be 
lost to welcome the travelers with 
the best of streets. The purpose of 
this article is to show a practical way 
to get such streets. 


The first point to determine has 


been reached, whether there was any 
liability on the State Highway De- 
partment by reason of the condemna- 
tion of the old turnpike to maintain 
and build the streets covered by it. 
As the Supreme Court has decided 
there is no liability upon the State 
Highway Department, the situation 
is cleared and it is up to Gettysburg 
to solve the problem.

tain a proposition on a State aid plan 
and with a Legislature to be in ses- 
sion at the beginning of the year it 
should be easy out of the appropria- 
tion to plan for the money that 
would be needed. The Highway De- 
partment must realize that the larger 
part of the traffic using the streets 
through Gettysburg is by autos and 
trucks not owned in this town and 
county, and hence it would be most 
appropriate to build the State High- 
way system through the town on a 
fifty-fifty basis. On a recent Sunday 
from noon to twilight, more than 1000 
autos were counted on Lincoln High- 
way toward Chambersburg. On the 
Taneytown road about six hundred 
were counted during one day. These 
are but two of the nine thronged 
ways to Gettysburg, and many days 
would find 2000 to 5000 going to and 
from Gettysburg. 


Let the borough authorities take up 


this matter with the State Highway 
Department and thrash it through to 
an understanding on a fifty-fifty 
basis to be put through so building 
of streets can be started early next 
year.

Magazine of Former California 


Explodes as U-Boat Alarm 


Is Given. 


SHIP SINKS IN 26 MINUTES. 


1,156 Were Aboard Vessel—Hundreds 


Are Rescued—Quartermaster, Left 


Aboard, Salutes Comrades as 


Boats Depart, Then Dies. 


New 
York. — The 
United 
States 


cruiser San Diego was sunk eight miles 
off Fire Island at 11:10 o'clock in the 
morning in a battle with a German 
submarine. The vessel was torpedoed 
amidships during a fierce fight at clost- 
range, listed and \vcnt down within 26 
minutes after she was struck. 


The number of men killed in the 


explosion of the magazine and boilers 
and who went dm\n with the sinking 
ship was not given out. 
Thirty-five 


survivors who landed in lifeboats at 
Point o' Woods said that a number 
were lost, one or two estimating the 
casualties at 300 or more. 


One of the men, a member of the 


ship's starboard gun crew, declared he 
and his comrades continued to blaze 
away at the submarine after the d*ck 
was awash. He insisted he saw one of 
the shells strike forward of the sub- 
marine's periscope and she immediate- 
ly disappeared. 


According to the story of the res- 


cued sailors, the attacking submarine 
disguised her presence by concealing 
the periscope under a floating barrel. 
Tne lookout noticed that the barrel 
was moving toward him against the 
tide, grew suspicious and sounded the 
alarm. 


When the attack came the gun crews 


fired at the barrel, but it is believed 
the TJ boat already had dived. The 
majority of sailors on the vessel were 
recent naval recruits. Stories of cool- 
ness and heroism were told by the sur- 
vivors. All stayed by their posts. 


Several exp'o^'uns were reported. 


the boilers going first and the maga- 
zines blowing up a few seconds later 
The ship heaved tip clear out of the 
water and then immediately began to 
settle. 


One of the most heroic deaths was 


that of a quartermaster, who had beer

their battle stations, and life belts 
were quietly donned. 
The gunners 


stood by to the last, fighting waist 
deep In the water that washed up over 
the sloping decks. It was feared that 
several of them were carried down by 
the sinking ship. 


The captain and the first officers 


stayed until the ship made her final 
plunge. It was reported that the en- 
gine room crew was trapped below and 
lost to a man. 


The navy department received in- 


formation that two steamships, which 
are proceeding to an unnamed port. 
have aboard l.l.'G officers and men of 
the United States cruiser San Diego 
These are in addition to the one officer 
and HO men previously reported landed. 


If this should prove true it wouW 


leave only 58 men unaccounted for.

The greatest stupe- 
faciion was created among all the ene- 
my troops holding the lines at the sud- 
denness of the attack.

prisoners declare they had been told 
it was impossible for the allies to car- 
ry out an operation in the way o' an 
offeasi\fe for some time. 


Many tanks participated In the at- 


ta< k, having been able to take up their 
positions during the terrific storm 
which prevailed. The American troops, 
co-operating with their French com- 
rades in the assault, did brilliant work. 


Around Courcharup, northwest of 


Chateau-Thierry, the German resist- 
ance was more obstinate than on any 
other part of the Paris line. 


In this region the allies captured 18 


cannon, numerous machine guns and 
large numbers of prisoners who have 
not yet been counted. 


The allied troops showed wonderful 


spirits and advanced singing. A bat- 
talion of infantry crossed the river 
Savieres breast high in water. 


The barrage fire preceded the waves 


of infantry, but one of the heaviest 
storms of this year drowned the noise 
of the shells. 
Most of the Germans 


had taken shelter in their dugouts 
from the deluge, and the entente al- 
lied troops wer. among them with 
grenades and bayonets before they had 
time to turn around. 


The entente allied troops are dis- 


playing the utmost fervor In the at- 
tack, their desire being to strike a 
strong blow in return for the recent 
German assault 


Thousands of prisoners have been 


captured, including at least 4.000 by 


. the Americans. Twenty villages have

"We are going to elect a Congress this coming 


fall. 
There is one great single predominant qualifi- 


cation for an election to that Congress, and that is a 
loyal heart. 
(Applause). 


"I don't care whether a man is a Democrat or a 


Republican or a Progressive or a Socialist or a Prohi- 
bitionist, or whatnot, he must have a loyal heart, or 
it is treason to send him to Congress. 
(Applause). 


There are probably from twenty to thirty Congres- 
sional districts in this country where there is a loyal 
majority but where there is so large a disloyal minor- 
ity that a division of the loyal majority may let a pro- 
German in. 
In every one of those districts, Demo- 


crats and Republicans and all loyal men should get 
together, and agree upon the loyal man of one party 
or the other who is the surest to carry the district, 
and all unite on him without regard to party. (Ap- 
plause). 


' 'Any man who would not accept the idea and 


follow it, I would want to live a hundred years to 
vote and work against. (Applause). Human nature 
has not changed. There are going to be parties, go- 
ing to be politics hereafter ; but now' they are subor- 
dinate, they are unimportant. The one thing only is 
to win the war, and put men in Congress who will 
represent the driving power of the American people : 
the driving power that is behind Congress, that is be- 
hind the Administration, and that, God grant, may 
make itself felt behind the men who are puttering 
over contracts and lingering on the road to victory. 
(Applause). 


"The great thing is to make Germany feel that 


the hundred millions of America are going, as one 
man, to beat them (applause), to make every Amer- 
ican feel that all the rest of the hundred millions are 
with him in his mightiest efforts to beat the German. 
(Applause)."

Wilson vs. Kaiser. 


Prof. Spensor Wilkinson, of Oxford 


University, England, in a recent ad- 
dress in London, on "The Idea of 
This War," declared: 


"The object of the war is to carry 


the spirit of President Wilson into 
the hearts and minds of the people 
of Germany. 


"The German Emperor and Presi- 


dent Wilson are each of them at the 
head of a great nation, and each of 
them wields in that nation supreme 
authority. 


"But the two men stand for two 


antagonistic systems. 
The German 


Emperor is never tired of proclaim- 
ing that he has received a special 
commission from God Almighty^ to. 
educate and instruct the German 
people and other peoples, after his 
armies shall have crushed them. 


"Mr. Wilson, on the other hand, 


\\as chosen by the people of the 
United States to preside over their 
government. 
He has no commission 


to educate them. Their idra is to be 
allowed to grow and to develop their 
powers by doing their work. Here 
is Mr. Wilson's conception of his 
mission: 


"' T feel nothing so much as the in- 


tensity of the common man. I can 
pick out in every audience the men 
who are at ease in their fortunes. 
But there are in every crowd other 
men who are listening to hear some- 
body speak the thing that is stirring 
in their hearts and minds. It makes 
a man's heart ache to think that he 
cannot be sure he is doing it for them 
to wonder whether they are longing 
for something he does not under- 
stand. He prays God that something 
will bring into his conscience what 
is in theirs, so that the whole nation 
may feel at last released from its 
dumbness, feel at last that there is no 
visible force holding it back from its 
goal, feel at last there is hope and 
confidence and that the road may be 
trodden as if they were brothers, 
shoulder to shoulder, not asking each 
other anything about differences of 
class, not contesting for any selfish 
advance, but united in the common 
enterprise.'"

Work in War Industries. 


Decision in Case of Ainsmith Regard- 


ed as End of Organized Base- 


ball During War. 


Washington.—Baseball is a nonpro- 


ductive and nonessential industry. 
Ball players are hit by the "work-or- 
Qght" order. They must shift into es- 
sential industries or lose such, deferred 
classifications in the draft as they 
have received through dependencies 
and other reasons. 


Such was the decision of Newton D. 


Eaker. secretary of wai, in the appeai 
of Edward Ainsmith, catcher of the 
Washington team of the American 
League. 


The decision is regarded In baseball 


circles as tantamount to the disbandou- 
ment of organized baseball for the 
duration of the war. WMle many play- 
ers are beyond the draft age, it is said 
there are not enough to furnish 
Th<.> 


brand of baseball that the major 
league patrons demand. 


The Ainsmith case went np to thp 


secretary on appeal from Jibe lo:v.: 


board fa' Division 0 of the District of 
Columbl*. He had been placed In GMUM 
4 previous to the "work-or-flght" or* 
d«r. The local board ordered lilm to 
appear to ehow cause why he should 
not be reclasglfled and placed lu Class 
1 because of the nature of his occupa* 
tlon. 
His deferred classification had 


been granted because of the dependen- 
cy of his wife and child. 


Ainsmith and representatives of or- 


ganized baseball appeared to present 
arguments against the reclasslflcatinn. 
but the board held that the omipntiou 
of n baseball player Is nonproductive 
in the sense of the regulations and or- 
dered that Ainsmlth's deferred classi- 
fication be revoked. The case was ap- 
pealed to the district board for the 
District of Columbia, which sustained 
the local board, and was then appeal- 
ed to the secretary of war. 


The section of the regulations bear- 


ing on the case of ball players is: 


"Persons, including ushers and other 


attendants, engaged and occupied In 
and in connection with games, sports 
and amusements." etc. 


The secretary of war says: 
"Obviously hns'-ball players are per- 


sons occupied in ;i sport, so that the 
ruling of the lo.-al and district boards 
must be sustained as plainly correct."

"The sugar hoarder in the private 


family is uoi only a slacker, but is 
actually helping the kaiser ro win the 
war," is the emphatic declaration of 
Howard Heinz, Federal Food Admin- 
istrator for Pennsylvania. 


"Everyone knows there is a short- 


age of sugar,"' he said, "yet the selfish 
and thoughtless are shopping around. 
trying to avoid the Food Administra- 
tion's regulations- and advice. No red- 
blooded American, knowing the facts, 
can be guilty of going contrary to Mr. 
Hoover's voluntary rationing system. 


"Public opinion must stop lasness 


on the part of anyone. Sugar is an 
important food; it is essential TO 
health, but if each individual in this 
country thinks that their liltle bit 
of saving amounts to nothing, and 
continues to use it at normal rate. 
this country will ba*e a sugar famine 
inside of sixty dayg. 


"The idea of rationing th« chewing 


gum trade, the confectioner, the soft- 
drink manufacturer, nnd all others 
who have been given only a small per- 
centage of their present rnte of con- 
sumption, will not make up the great 
deftclt that we are facing. It will 
take the savings of every individual 
family to the amount of 50 per cent 
of their normal -1 msumptK-n. 


"Hotels and restaurants are limit- 


ed to three pounds per person for 
•very irioetr meals served, which is 
a little more than nne-half ounce per 
meal p«r pwnoti. If rhey exceed this 
ration they vrill soon be without sugar.
